Father and Mother Mis- 
sionaries in China, Mur- 
dered in Raid 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 14—A_ re- 
port from Tsingteh says that lit- 
tle Helen Priscilla Stam, three- 
months-old daughter of the 
murdered American missionaries, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. 8. Stam, had 
been found alive and unhurt, 
and was being taken to Wuhbu, 
mission headquarters, 

Report of the finding was sent 
here from Wuhu and stated Rev. 
George Birth of Toronto, a mem- 
ber of the China Inland Mission 
and stationed near Tsingteh, had 
the infant and was carrying it to 
safety. There was no indication as 
to the health of the child, 

It was not immediately indicated 
how the rescue had been made, al- 
though it was known that govern- 
ment troops were in pursuit of the 
bandits who raided the city of 
Tsingteh, murdered the baby’s par- 
ents and, presumably, kidnapped 
the child. 

Bodies of the young Stams were 
found deserted on a battlefield 15 
miles from Tsingteh.

The Greek steamer Nicolaos, 
freighted with gasoline, caught fire 
last night off Karystos, Greece. The 
French steamer Theophile Gautier 
managed to lower a boat and save 
the crew in spite of the intermittent 
explosions. 

From Marseille reports were re- 
ecelved indicating the freighter 
Schiaffino and its crew of 24 men 
are believed to have perished in 
the heavy seas, barrels which be-

The United States coasting vessel 
Pan-Atlantic lay off Jacksonville, 
Fla., with her crew safe after fire 
had blazed in her hold for 24 
hours.

TAKEN AT POST OFFICE 

Fisch was arrested by Detective 
William Kane and post office in- 
spectors who have trailed him for 
several years. He was picked up 
yesterday at a post office. 

The child has been missing since 
June 4, 1928 when she left the New 
York City home of her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Albert Budd, with a man 
known only as Frank Howard, who 
had ingratiated himself with the 
family by promising a job to 
Grace's 15-year-old brother. 
DISSECTED BODY 

Police Commissioner Lewis Val- 
entine said Fisch, in his confession 
admitted he took the 10-year-old 
child to a home in Westchester 
county. She screamed and, accord- 
ing to the confession, Fisch choked 
her to death and cut her body into 
three sections. 

Fisch, after mocking her family 
by mail since the crime was com- 
mitted six years ago, was captured 
finally through the letters which 
he himself sent; confessed and led 
officers to the little girl's timber- 
land tomb. 

Butchered by a meat cleaves, 
the body was found in three 
parts, the skull buried in the 
woods near a ramshackle house 
in East Irvington, the other 
bones by a road.

Shakespearian 
Student Dies 


LONDON, Dec, 14—William Poel, 
great student of Shakespeare who 
revived many of the playwright’s 
works, died at his home in Putney 
Thureday, at the age of 82 years, He 
was president of the London 
Shakespeare League and founder of 
the Elizabethan Stage Society. 

Poel revived Hamlet, without 
ecenery, in London, more than 80 
years ago. He produced Measure 
for Measure in 1003 and at the 
Stratford festival, in 1908, the Two 
Gentlemen from Verona in 1910, 
and Troilus and Cressida two years 
later, following with a new yersion 
of Hamlet in 1914. 

Me also produced Ben Johnson's 
Poetaster in England and the Un- 
ited States, and produced for the 
first time Swinburne’s Locrine and 
other works, including Moliere’s 
Don Juan. He was active until re- 
cently and only four years ago re-

BODIES FOUND 
AT SHAUNAVON 


Triple Tragedy Chatged to 
Insanity One 
Victim 

SHAUNAVON, Bask., Dec, 14— 
Choir practise night came Wed- 
nesday at the farm home of the 
Nyen brothers, 30 miles northeast 
@f Shaunavon. Hymn books un- 
der their arms, six young men 
and women dfove to the Nyen 
home, walked into a darkened 
house and stumbled across three 
bullet-pierced bodies. 

They found Harold Nyen, 25; 
David Nyen, 23, and Freda John- 
son, 35, housekeeper to the Nyens, 
lying dead on the blood-spattered 

oor. The elder Nyen was shot 
through the forehead and lay in 
the middle of the kitchen floor. 
The woman had been shot through 
the side of the head, apparently as 
she ran from the kitchen to an- 
other room. 

The younger Nyen was found et 
the outside door of the kitchen, 
killed by a bullet sent through his 
jaw into his brain. A .22 rifle lay 
at his side. 

A neighbor was reported to have 
identified the weapon as one previ- 
ously owned by a Scotsguard dis- 
trict farmer, who used it some time 
ago to commit suicide, 


RESPECTED FAMILY 

Sons of well known Shaunavon 
people, long in the district, the bro- 
thers were well known, well liked, 
popular in Lutheran church circles, 

Police are working on a theory 
that young Nyen, in a fit of in- 
sanity killed his brother and then 
the woman and then committed 
suicide. He is reported to have 
told friends some days ago that he 
was not feeling well. ¥ 

No motive for the crime has been 
ascertained. 

Constable de Miffonis, R.C.M.P., 
and Dr, Boyd Story, Shaunavon 
coroner, called to the farm home 
by members of the church choir, 
ordered bodies taken to Shaunavon. 
A post mortem examination will be 
held Friday and an inquest on Sat- 
urday. 

No witness to the shooting has 
been found. 

Richard Riise, a neighbor, went 
to attend choir practise and un- 
hitched his horses in the Nyen 
barn, Later, finding the house in 
darkness, he returned to the barn 
without entering the house and was 
hitching his horses when Richard 
Swanson and Ole Olson came with 
two girls. 


STUMBLE OVER BODY 

It was decided to leave the two 
girls in the house while the men 
rode over to a neighbor to see if 
they could find the Nyens. Swanson 
preceded the girls and stumbled 
over David Nyen’s body. He rush- 
ed back to the barn, mounted a 
horse and galloped a half mile to 
another house to telephone police 

Neighbors said the Nyens were 
particularly quiet men much inter- 
ested in church work, 


INSANITY THEORY . 

A statement made by David 
Nyen Tuesday evening at the 
community rink not far from the 
Nyen home lends belief to a 
theory of the authorities that 
David, in a fit of inaantly shot 
his brother and their housekeeper 
Miss Johnson. David said he did 
not feel well, that he had not been 
able to sleep for some nights, and 
that he thought he should see a 
doctor. 

Funeral services will be held Sat- 
f day afternoon for the Nyen broth- 
ers at Scotsguard Lutheran Church. 

Miss Johnson will be buried at 
Chambery, where two sisters and a 
brother live.

tainly he would not have been engulfed in the maelstrom 
of cendemnation that has swallowed him. Taylor was not 
beaten because of incompetence in office, but because of 
where he and his allies stood on the “money question.” 

That gives to the election a significance for. people in 
Edmonton and throughout Canada such as never before 
attached to the election of a mayor of any Canadian city. 
The returns from Vancouver will be read, with rejoicing, 
by millions of people in town and country from coast to 
coast, as heralding the coming of a new order of things 
and marking another definite step toward its realization. 
The victims of unemployment, confiscation and deflation 
will see in this thunderous demand for change a hope and 
assurance that the forces of reaction combined cannot pre- 
vent the change coming. 


Out For A New Deal 


“Sound money”, in what that term has come to stand 
for, defeated Mayor Taylor and elected ‘Gerry’ McGeer. 
The issue was clearly drawn and the battle waged without 
quarter. The upholders of the existing order were out to 
beat McGeer at all costs, and they rallied to their side 
every element in the electorate they could wheedle or 
coerce into voting against him. 


But they under-estimated the popular resentment that 
has been aroused by and against the money “racket”. From 
the East End to Shaughnessy Heights, men and women 
who have seen their life savings taken from them, their 
property made valueless, their homes and business places 
confiscated for unpayable debts and taxes, their employ- 
ment cut off, their incomes stopped, their sons growing 
into manhood with no hope of finding work to do, their 
earnings taken for usury while thousands of able-bodied 
and willing men were supported on doles,—these went to 
the polls to tell the champions of “sound money” they were 
through with that robber system and intend to force a re- 
adjustment that will put the inherent .rights of human 
beings ahead of the claims of greed. 

Vancouver has declared for a new deal, in tones that 
even financial Bourbons cannot fail to hear. It has echoed, 
with re-doubled force, the demand that came from Nova 
Scotia, from Ontario, from British Columbia, from Sas- 
katchewan, from eight federal bye-elections within the last 
eighteen months, What the people of Vancouver voted for 
on Wednesday, the people of every Canadian city and 
province, and the electors of the Dominion as well, have 
been demanding and will continue to demand as and when 
they are given an opportunity. 


Canada In Revolt 


What it all means is that the people of Canada are in 
revolt against the hypocritical “sanctity” that has been 
claimed for money contracts. Peaceful and orderly revolt 
of course, expressing itself through the ballot box-and de- 
.manding redress along constitutional lines. But revolt that 
is nation-wide and growing in its intensity. 

Those who have been wrongfully dispossessed in Van- 
couver are neither more resentful, more injured, nor more 
numerous, than the victims of confiscatory usury else- 
where. The “sound money” Government of Alberta had to 
rally its followers at last session of the legislature to de- 
feat a demand from Mr. Howson, Liberal leader, that it 
take steps to cut down the interest on its “sacred” bonds; 
and that Government is in office now only by virtue of a 
legal enactment which enables it to continue in defiance of 
public opinion. 

The wages of money must be made to keep step with 
the wages of men and the earnings of primary producers. 

The human right to earn a living must take precedence 
over the legal privilege to exact usury at a fixed rate re- 
gardless of change in conditions, 

Industrious and thrifty people must be secured in 
possession of their property against monetary manipu- 
lation which makes nothing but money worth anything. 

The money supply of the country must be made to 
reflect the volume of real wealth produced. 

A balance must be held between dollar earnings and 
dollar obligations, in order that ‘‘on the average debts may 
be paid in dollars of the same value as the dollars bor- 
rowed.” 


The Government of Canada must stop wasting the 
substance of its people, and compelling city and provincial 
governments to do the same thing, paying interest to pri- 
vate parties for the privilege of using the public credit. 

These are things the electors of Vancouver demanded 
by a vote of almost four to one for Mr. McGeer on Wed- 
nesday. They are what the people of Canada, in a compar- 
ative proportion, are demanding from one end of the Do- 
minion to the other; and what they intend to get within the 
next two years.

Problems of Industry Are 
Discussed At 


Convention 


R. Ballhorn, Wetaskiwin, was el- 
ected president of the Alberta Pro- 
vincial Cattle Breeders’ Association 
at the afternoon session of the 
annual convention held Thursday in 
the Civic Block. Other members ap- 
pointed to the executive committee 
were: C. Elliot, Scona, vice presi- 
dent; E. L. Holmes, secretary 
treasurer; J. W. Hosford, R. Marler 
and G. R. Ball. 

Matters coming up for discussions 
during the session included the 
resolution put forward to the gov- 
ernment last year pressing a reduc- 
tion in freight rates from south to 
the north and it was agreed to ap- 
point a committee to continue in- 
vestigations and to bring the matter 
to the attention of the Western 
Canada Livestock Union. 


ASK GOVT. AID 

Importations and the difficulty of 
importing good stock from Great 
Britain were discussed and a reso- 
lution, asking that the agricultural 
departments of the provincial and 
federal governments be asked to aid 
in the importation of better stock to 
inject good blood into the herds ot 
the disposal of breeders of the pro- 
vince was cafried 

A resolution requesting that the 
Edmonton Exhibition board be 
asked to change the sale of bulls 
during the annual livestock sale 
from Monday to Thursday was car- 
ried, 

Objections to the importations of 
canned meats from the Argentine 
were raised by L. M. Rye, who stat- 
ed that these importations did much 
to lessen the profits of Canadian 
breeders. Suggestions were made 
by A. G. Gainer that the govern- 
ment be asked the reason for these 
importations and that the associa- 
tion find out what the Dominion 
gained in the matter when the 
home market was suffering. 

The possible reason for this im- 
portation, L. Williams stated, was 
that meat canned in South Amer- 
ica was of a superior condition to 
that of the Canadian meat.

sistance to feeders’ organizations. 

The folly of shipping grain and 
thin cattle for market in the east 
was put forward by Mr. Carlyle 
who stated that a better policy 
would be to keep both grain and 
cattle here and to then ship the 
finished product to the east. 


DAIRYING AREAS 

Certain defined districts, said Mr. 
Carlyle, should be devoted to dairy 
cattle raising, which was only} 
practicable around the cities, Other 
sections, said the speaker, should 
be devoted to the raising of beef 
cattle, while the remaindr of the 
sections should be devoted to the 
dual purpose, A survey of the 
whole country should be made, and 
a man beginning in the industry 
should be prevented from starting 
in with the wrong type of herd. 

“The Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company knows that it depends en- 
tirely upon support from the pri-| 
mary producers,” said T. S. Ache-| 
son, Winnipeg, genera] agricultural | 
agent, who stated that the company 
was having difficulties of its own. 


LOWER FREIGHT

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MAYBE WE SHOULD CHEER 

Government circles at Ottawa, according to 
a press despatch from a friendly source, are 
all agog because Dominion fifteen year bonds 
which were sold in October for $9642 are now 
being re-sold in the market by the lucky 
buyers for $103. 

The country, it seems, should rejoice and be 
glad because the public treasury got $6'2 less 
for each $100 bond sold than the bond is now 
worth. On the basis that $100,000,000 of the 
bonds sold were of the fifteen year denomina- 
tion, the difference between what the Govern- 
ment got and what the bonds are now worth 
amounts to the neat sum of $6,500,000. 

The Government cannot, of course, be 
blamed for not knowing that the bonds would 
go up in price. But there doesn’t seem to be 
any particular reason why the taxpayers should 
celebrate because it guessed wrong. 


“TIED UP” FOR FIFTEEN YEARS 

A new issue of $3,000,000 worth of Alberta 
4 per cent bonds has been sold, at a price of 
$95.12 for a $100 bond. On the money received 
by the Government the taxpayers will thus 
have to pay 4.36 per cent interest. 

The Government of Ontario two or three 
months ago sold $47,000,000 worth of securities 
at a price which made the interest rate only 
2.97 per cent. 

It is time to broadcast some more assurances 
to the taxpayers of Alberta that the credit of 
this province stands second to none. Coupled 
with explanations of how they are benefitted 
in having a Government which plays ball with 
the “sound r y” controllers instead of “tell- 
ing” them, as Premier Hepburn did.

As a result of that investigation, a Travel 
Bureau has been set up at Ottawa as a branch 
of the national Government, with Mr. Leo 
Dolan as director of its operations. Mr. Dolan 


was in Edmonton the other day and gave some 
figures on the subject which are highly sug- 
gestive. 

Last year United States tourists spent 
$06,000,000 in Canada, while Canadian tourist 
spent $39,000,000 in the United States; leaving 
a balance of trade of $57,000,000 in our favor 
Without over-working the imagination it seer 
quite possible to double that figure, and make 
it a permanent item in our national income 
account. 

We certainly have the scenery, the location, 
and conditions sufficiently different—and suffi- 
clently similar—to appeal to the holiday-seeker 
in the republic. And since tourists residing in 
that country spent last year a total of $5,000,- 
000,000 in jaunts at home and abroad, it is well 
within reason to suppose we could induce twice 
or three times the present number to come to 
Canada for their outings. 

To accomplish that most desirable object 
two things appear necessary; to make our 
tourist-attractions available, and to make them 
known, That is, build highways, and advertise. 

Both these things cost money. But the 
tourists will supply the money—if we build

Forty Years Ago 


From the Files of The Edmonton Bulletin 


A directory and census of the town of Ed- 
monton has been compiled by J. B. Spurr at the 
direction of the board of trade. It shows the 
resident population of Edmonton to be 1,267, 
against 1021 as given by the Mounted Police 
census. Names appearing on hotel registers, 
and transient visitors, have not been counted. 
Children under the age of 15 number 351. In 
reference to the dispute of last fall regarding 
a school site it may be remarked that 177 of 
these reside west of McDougall street and 174 
east of that street. The census contains the 
information that there are eight coal mines in 
town, employing 38 men and supporting 59 
persons. There are 288 residences, exclusive of 
business houses, but including those places of 
business in which the owners reside. 

A meeting of the provisional directors of the 
Edmonton Street Railway Co. was held last 


evening in the council chamber. E. C, Emery 
was appointed solicitor and A. G. Randall 
secretary. The secretary was instructed to 


write to the minister of public works that if 
the bridge is built at the lower proposed site 
the company will be ready to proceed at once 
to give effect to the provisions of their charter. 
The company points out that if the bridge were 
constructed at the upper site it would prac- 
tically prohibit the construction and operation 
of the raliway on account of the steepness of 
the grade out of the valley on the south side.

I've been trying in my spare time of late—

In a realm of spécu- 
lation where even the experts 
are found upen analysis to 
know 1* more by positive 
knowledge than the least assertive among us, 
anything is possible. For all we actually know 
there may be a Calvinistic God sitting in the 
heavens and laughing at our puny efforts to 
evade pre-destined fates. Vain escape from 
theologic sin and warped unbelief may be the 
purpose of our being upon earth. 
Authors with a purpose—if it be only the 
purpose to be numbered briefly athong the 
“best sellers’—now and then produce books 
on the theme: “If Christ came to London” and 
“If Christ Came to Chicago,” etc. It's always 
good for a few follow-up stories in the daily 
papers from bishops and others who are pre- 
sumed to be authorities on religion end morals. 
Some time ago, H. G. Wells ventured into this 
field of speculstion in a rather less direct man- 
ner.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Miss P. L. G. inquires: “What 
is a normal blood count?” 

ANSWER—I consider the blood count nor- 
mal in a man if the hemoglobin is $5 per cent; 
the red blood cells are five million; the white 
cells are 6.500, In women, the hemoglobin 
should be 90 per cent; the red blood cells four 
and one-half million and the white blood cells 
6,500. It is interesting to know that the amount 
of hemoglobin present varies in cold and warm 
climates. The hemoglobin is higher in cold 
climates and lower in warm climates, as will be 
found if sufficient blood counts are made to 
secure an average. In a warm climate the hemo- 
globin will run about 90 or 95 per cent where 
in a cold country it would be 100 per cent.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1778, Rev. 
Thomas Wood passed to his re- 
ward at Annapolis. He was the 
first Anglican missionary to the 
Indians of Canada. At one time 
vicar of St. Paul's, Halifax, he 
had been attracted to the need of 
converting the Indians by the 
wonderful success of the Abbe 
Maillard, the pioneer missionary 
and vicar general of Louisbourg, 
and who was buried by Mr. Wood 
in St. Paul's church yard, by 
order of the lieutenant-governor, 
his pall supported by high offi- 
cials and the office of burial 
“according to our custom” being 
read in French. 

From Maillard Wood had 
learned the rudiments of the In- 
dian language and translated the 
Prayer Book into Micmac and 
French. In 1766 he sent to Eng- 
land the Lord's Prayer and the | 
Apostle’s Creed in Micmac, with 
the first part of the Micmac gram-

mar in English and French. He 
wrote in 1769 that he was then 
able to read prayers to the In- 
their own language, 
which he did at St. Paul's, Hall- 
fax, in July “in the presence of 
Lord William Campbell, governor 
in chief, Colonel] Dalrymple, and

Mr. Wood was also the first 


Anglican missionary’ in. New 
Brunswick, visiting the settlement 
at Saint John and holding ser- 
vice, in English in the forenoon 
and in Indian in the afternoon. 
Thomas Wood was a remarkable 
man, worthy of more recognition 
than he has. A_ celtic cross 
over his grave at Annapolis Royal 
is the tribute to him of the 
Church of England in Canada.

shells he is using are duds, Ironi- 
cally enough, the one shell that 
is not a dud, and that was tossed

FARCE TO TRAGEDY 

Let it be stid at once that 
a very fine play, as interesting ana 
well-wriiten and dfamatic as any- 
thing the Little Theatre here has 
ever attempted. It runs the whole 
gamut from sheer farce to black 
tragedy, and offers to the actors a 
fine rance of character interpre- 
tations. Originaliy written for the 
Abbey Theatre in Dublin, it is 
essentially Irisk in its whole out- 
look and background. All the men 
in the play, with the exception of 
the German engineer, seem to a 
Britisher to be a little mad. Al- 
though they mostly explain them- 
selves at considerable length, it is 
as difficult to get their point 
view as for the typical conscien- 
tious Indian eivil servant to apprec- 
jate Gendhi. The Aunt who has 
revolution on the brain and who 
cycles around the countryside past- 
ing up typewritten revolutionary 
propaganda on bill-boards and 
light-stendards, is merely a little 
madder than the rest.

Legal Opinion on Murray 
Case Submitted to City 
Council 


Submitting to city council a legal 
opinion covering his dismissal of 
William Murray, city probation of- 
ficer, last month, Mayor Joseph A. 
Clarke, reported Friday that com- 
missioners held the status of an 
executive council and had control 
over “all officers and employees ex- 
cept (1) the auditor and (2) the 
comptroller.” 

This statement was prepared by 
the mayor in answer to a question 
asked by Ald. R. V. Bellamy in con- 
nection with Murray's dismissal. 
Ald, Bellamy wanted to know 
under what general or special by- 
law was he dismissed. 

Mayor Clarke points out his act- 
ion was taken under Civic Service 
Bylaw 4, of 1917. 


CHARTER REFERRED TO 

Further in this connection he re- 
fers to the Edmonton Charter, Sec- 
tion 53 (1934), which follows: 

“Tenure of office—Unless it shall 
be otherwise provided by special 
bylaw appointing him, every offi- 
cer, official, servant or employee of 
the corporation shall hold his of- 
fice or employment at the pleasure 
of the council or at THE PLEAS- 
URE OF THE COMMISSIONERS 
or such departmental head as the 
council may by general or special 
bylaw provide, and every such per- 
son shall in addition to the duties 
assigned to him by this act or the 
general law of the province, per- 
form such other duties as may be 
required of him by bylaw of the 
city.”

LONDON, Dec. 14.—The  tri- 

wer naval talks between Great 

ritain, the United States and Ja- 
pan, unofficially terminated, will 
not be resumed, it was learned last 
night, ,otwithstanding the Japan- 
@se desire to the contrary. 

Preparations for a full naval con- 
ference in 1935 are likely to be 
accomplished through diplomatic 
channels. The British and Ameri- 
cans are agreed the present talks 
tan only be renewed if some new 
development makes it worth while 
and there is little chance of this, 
since Japan has made it clear she 
will not back down in her demand 
for actual parity with the other 
two, a demand Britain and the 
United States cannot grant. 

Reports that moves were afoot 
for bilateral accords—between the 
United States and Britain, and be- 
tween Britain and Japan—were de- 
nied from official sources. The 
Americans denied any effort to ob- 
tain an Anglo-American agreement 
and the Japanese likewise denied 
they had approached the British to 
secure an Anglo-Japanese agree- 
ment. 


NOT YET ADJOURNED 


Although the talks are at an end 
for all practical purposes, some un- 
certainty surrounds the date at 
which they will be formally ad- 
journed. The Japanese are against 
any adjournment, but the British 
and Americans are divided over the 
time for adjournment in view of its 
effect in conjunction with the Jap- 
anese denunciation of the Washing- 
ton treaty, expected December 20. 


NO RESUMPTION 


The British would have liked ad- 
journment before that date in order 
it could not be said the Japanese 
denunciation coincided with the 
breakdown of the talks, but the 
Americans have cancelled their re- 
servations to sail Saturday and are 
prepared to delay adjournment un- 
til the Japanese denunciation is 
made. Prime Minister Ramsay 
MacDonald and Norman Davis, 
chief American delegate, conferred 
yesterday, but no date for a re- 
sumption of the talks was set and 
officially it was believed they 
would not be resumed at all.
